The annual dinner of. the In- 
atitute_of Chartered Shipbrokers 
was held at the Connaught 
Rooms recently. Sir R. Burton 
Chadwick, M.P., the president, 
was in the chair. - 

Mr. R. C, Burton Rowe, pre- 
sident of the Corporation of In- 
surance Brokers, proposed the 
toast of “The Institute.” 

The President, : in, reply, spoke 
of the depression in the ship- 
broking business. He said that 
after the lapse of years the Black 
Sex market was reviving. They 
might disapprove of the methods 
for political reasons, but in his 
view. the seasonal flow of grain 
from the Black Sea had restarted 
and would continue, That was 
the greatest chartering factor 
they: knew 20 years ago, and one 
could run off the names of a 
score of well-known firms in 
London which were engaged in it. 
How many were engaged upon 
that business to-day? One could 
ask the same question and anti- 
cipate the same answer in regard 
to the River Plate and other 
markets. Those were not 
changes caused by trade fluctua- 
tion. They: were permanent and 
quite irresistible, and they must 
courageously look the fact in the 
face and bring to bear their in- 
genuity and their imagination to 
cope with it. 

‘The trade of the world would 


surely revive, and the carriage of |- 


goods by sea would be greater 

{than ever.’ In the immense and 
varied business of the ship’s life 
there were services to be render- 
ed to foreign as well as British 
ships, to which the younger mem- 
bers of their fine old profession 
might profitably turn to com- 
pensate for such opportunities as 
had passed and to a considerable 
extent would never return.

Fresh vegetables and fresh fruits 
are the main items of fodd that 
contains Vitamin C, absence of 
which results in scurvy. This 
vitamin | is easily destroyed " ‘by 
ordinary cooking especially with 
soda and by storage. | Cod-liver 
oil, fish oils arid animal fats are 
mainly responsible for Vitamin D. 
Defective bone and tooth forma- 
tion follow absence of thig vita- 
min. : 

The majority of foods are bet- 
ter if cooked slowly, Frying is 
the worst form of cooking, and is 
e frequent cause of indigestion. 
Particles of fat are driven into 
the meat, fish or vegetables, and 
are difficult. to dissolve. in the 
ietomach. Certain chemical 
changes also take’ place in fried 
fat which make it particularly in- 
digestible. Green vegetables 
should never have soda added to 
the water in which they are cook- 
ed, as it destroys Vitamin A. Too 
much attention cannot be paid to 
the cooking of food. 

In relation to the problem of 
cost of imported foodstuffs the 
average resident here might profit 
jin health and in pocket by paying 
more attention than heretofore to 
the foods that really matter.

REQUEST FOR CO-OPERATION 
OF PUBLIC. 


GENERAL OFFENSIVE. 
‘i Canton, Saturday. 

A manifesto was released 
yesterday by President Chiang 
calling upon the public to co- 
operate with the Central Govern- 
ment in its determination to crush 
the Communist-bandits in ‘this 
coming campaign. 

Plans. are complete for the 
bandit-suppression in the Kiangsi, 
Hunan, and Hupeh provinces, and 
the order for launching « general 
offensive will be issued within a 
week. 2 : 

Cantonese Advance. ” 

The 60th and 61st Cantonese 
divisions under Generals Tsai 
Ting-kai and Chiang Kwang-nei 
have headed for the southern part 
of Kiangsi since December 8. 
Their vanguard are reported to 
have arrived at Ngao-tien-hu be- 
yond Yung-hsin district yester- 
day. Having assembled together, 
the Cantonese forces will await 
further order from the high mili- 
tary command for a general drive 
on the Red Brigands. 

In order to deal with the 
menace‘of Communist-bandits, a 
large contingent of Cantonese 
troops which have been despatch- 
ed to the Kwangtung-Kiangsi bor- 
ders are now advancing towards 
Kiangsi, so as to join with the 
other Cantonese in southern 
Kiangsi. 
Kanchow Threatened. 

In view of repeated defeats sus- 
tained at the various fronts, the 
Communist-bandits are compelled 
to retreat, thus menacing Kan- 
chow again, The Kanchow 
authorities have lost no_ time in 
wiring to the Kiangsi Provincial 
Government that Kanchow is 
again seriously threatened by

Remarkable Change. 
Washington, Saturday. 

The remarkable change in the 
American banking system, duc to 
the large scale amalgamations of 
hanks, is emphasized in the annual 
report of the Secretary of Com- 
merce, who points out that the 
largest bank in the world is now 
domiciled in the United States of 
America. He says that the stan- 
dard of living is still rising where 
there are no cuts in wages due to 
trade depression, ‘from which he 
argues “that progressive pro- 
sperity depends on liberal wages 
and consequent large buying power 
of the masses.” ie 

The report says that the public 
debt has been reduced by $738,-. 
000,000 to $15,866,000,000. Foreign 
trade suffered from the worldwide 
depression, and the value of ex- 
ports decreased 124% per cent, and 
imports more than 10 per cent.— 
Reuter’s American Serviee.

INDIAN FEDERATION 


SUB-COMMITIEF PRESENTS 
INTERIM REPORT. 
London, Saturday. 
The creation of a new State 
deriving: powers partly from the 
powers which the Indian States 
| will concede to the British Crown, 
to be placed at the disposal of the 
jnew Federation, and partly from 
the transfer of powers of the pre- 
sent Government of India, is con- 
templated by the sub-Committee 
of the round table conference 
[which has presented its interim 
report on the federal scheme. 
The report anticipates that the 


1 Federation will be carried. out by 


the provinces of British India on 
jthe one hand, and such Indian 
States as choose to enter on the 
other, provision being made for 
others to come in ag they” desire. 

The report also advocates the 
bicameral Federal Legislature, 
containing representatives of both 
British India and the Indian 
States in proportions to be fixed. 
It opposes separate legislature to 
deal with central subjects concern- 
ing British India only, though it 
admits that this procedure will 
eréate the anomaly, which will 
need further consideration, that 
the Federal Legislature will, 
therefore, contain States repre- 
sentatives who will not be con- 
cerned with some of. the subjects 
with which the legislature deals. 
._The_report_adds__that_the_im-_| 
portant subject of the position of 
the Crown will need further ex- 
amination when the relation of the 
Federal Executive toward the 
Crown is discussed, and points out 
that if any subjects (such as dé- 
fence and foreign. relations) are 
reserved. to the Crown, represen- 
tation to the. Crown by both 
Chambers would be necessary. 

A list of subjects provisionally 
regarded as Federal is appended 
to the report.—Reuter.,
